Pennsylvania,  from  1935  to  the  present  time.  During 
World  War  II  he  took  a  leave  of  absence  from  his 
many  duties  to  serve  with  the  United  States  Armed 
Forces.  During  this  time  he  investigated  and  reported 
data  on  the  medical  and  sanitary  .ronditions  existing 
in    the    Far   East,   and    continued    his    own   researches 


at  the  Army   Institute  of   Pathology. 

Doctor  Kuhlenbeck  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Anatomists,  American  Association  of 
Neuropathologists,  and  Sigma  Xi,  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Outstanding  among  his  publications  are:  The 
Derivatives  of  Thalamus  Dorsalis  and  Epithalamus 
in  the  Human  Brain:  Their  Relation  to  Cortical  and 
Other  Centers;  The  Human  Diencephalon;  Teaching 
of  "Living  Anatomy";  Diseases  of  the  Brain  Stem 
and  Its  Cranial  Nerves  (with  Webb  Haymaker)  ; 
The  Supraoptic  Crest  in  the  Human  Brain;  Brain 
and  Consciousness;  and  a  long  list  of  papers  in  his 
field    of   greatest   interest,    Neuro-Anatomy. 

Doctor  Kuhlenbeck  is  an  outstanding  example  of 
a  man  whose  efforts  are  dedicated  to  scientific  pursuits.
